BILL AGREED UPON.

Committee on Invalid Pensions to-day agreed to 
a bill which provides that all pensions granted 
on account of diseases contracted im the United 
States service or wounds in battle, since March 
4, 1861, which have been granted or may here- 
after be graated on application filed previous to 
Jan. 1, 1878, shall commence from date of 
death or discha:ge.

Sim: There is one point in Gen. Stiles’ lec- 
ture of Saturday evening which 1 cannot refrain 
from repiyin to as a Christian and one who be- 
lieves in the Divine inspiration of the Bible; 
and this is, an assertion which all who do not 
look upon the Bible as God's Word frequently 
make; I give it in the General's own words: 
“ Bo, if one is di to discuss abstractly the 

uestion of the right to take life, and relies upon 

e Scriptures, taken as a whole, as authority, 
he will find that either side of the question can 
be sustained.” 0 

Skeptics of all sorts always give this as an ex- 
cuse for not believing in the Bible as.the Word 
of God: that the one of it can be construed 
to refute the other ; the Old and New Testa- 
ments clash, and that they cannot pin their faith 
on a book ‘by which both sides of an argument 
can be sustained. 

Now let us examine if this is so in the particu- 
lar case of inflicting the death-penalty. God's 
law, a8 laid down by Moses, is this: ‘‘ Whoso 
sheddeth man's blood, by man shall his blood 
be shed.” ‘This is explicit and distinct enough. 
Now, what floes Jesus say? — I am not come to

far did He go that He declares it is not sufficient 
to keep the letter of the law, but the spirit of 
the law also. Yo have heard how it was said in 
olden time, Thou shalt not kill ;’ but I say that 
whosoever hateth bis brother without a cause is 
a murderer already in his heart.” It will be ob- 
jected that he said also, If any man smite thee 
on the right cheek, turn to him thy left also ;” 
but those words are addressed to me individually, 
urging me to forgive the injury in so far as it 
touches me as an individual ; but surely po one 
will argue that He meant when a thief steals my 
coat, that 1 should give him my cloak also, and 
let him go free! I owe aduty to society against 
whom he has sinned to uphold the law, Thou 
shalt not steal.” I may bear no personal auni- 
mosity to the thief ; may not pat the law in 
force to gratify my own personal vengéance ; 
but God demands that His law be visited upon 
the offender, inasmuch as be has sinned against 
mankind and God's law. St. Paul, who every- 
where speaks of himself as the apostle of Jesus 
Christ,” and, therefore, as following His doc- 
trines, says: “If 1 have done aught worthy of 
death, I refuse not to die.” Then he evidently 
considered some things to be worthy of 
And why is God so strict in 
requiring that buman life shall be 
held «0 sacred? Because God . created 
man in His own image”; and he who destroys 
human life in wantonness, or revenge, destroys 
wantonly or maliciously the image of God Him- 
self; and thus insults the Holy One of [ersel. 
Jesus is always considered by those who believe 
not in His divinity, as being an apostle of peace, 
of love, of gentleness, rather a sentimental sort 
of person. Yet throughout His ministry 
out the warning voice, gentle to those who wi 
awful te those who will not: Watch ye; for in 
an hour that ye know not of the Son of Man 
eet» or; . a God of ren ri od 
eness, but a teous God,—a ho

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THE TEMPERANCE QUESTION. 
What Liquor Costs the Community. 


Jo the Baitor of The Chicago Tribune : 

Sm: The situation of the temperance cause 
and of our country is fearful. On tne one hand 
is exorbitant taxation, and on the other over- 
whelming figures in expenditure for the bottle 
and its consequent crimes. ; 

From the official record of 1870, multiplied by 
four, bringing it down to this time, it appears 
that the cost of stimulating drinks (alcoholic) 
in the United States was,in round numbers, 
65,948, 000, 000; time lost in retailing stimulants, 
at $2 per day, for four years, amounts to 
408,800,000; value of time of those whose lives 
(000, 000 in four years) have been destroyed by 
strong dring, at $2 per day, in the last four

PROF. PATTON AND MR. C. R. WIe. 

“There are some who doubt, and we are 
among the number,” whether Mr. H. G. Miller 
and Mr. John Forsythe, whose letters appeared 
in Tun Tareunz of Friday morning, can invaji- 
date the statement that Prof. Patton is the im- 
portation of Mr. Cyrus H. McCormick. It is 
well understood by the Presbyterian ministers of 
this city that, in the election of a Professor to 
the Chair of Theology in the Seminary, Mr. 
McCormick's desire was secretly canvassed be- 
fore hand, and that there was no Committee of 
Nomination appointed, no general consultation, 
as usage and comity require in such cases; ins 
word, that the nomination was sprung on the 
Board. The fear of Dr. Duryea’s declinature, if 
he should be elected, was all a part of the play, 
as appears from the salary afterwards offered to 
Mr. Patton. That the Rev. Mr. Mitchell and 
Mr. S. M. Moore (now elected by the People's 
Party to the Bench) went East to assure Mr. 
Patton of the general good-will towards him, is 
nothing to the question. The ministers had heard, 
and believed, that Mr. Patton was man enough to 
take in the situation, and especially to keep bim- 
self free from an influence which they have long 
regarded as the bane of Presbyterianism in Chi- 
cago and the Northwest. How far he hae re- 
sponded to the conciliatory inclinations of oth- 
ers, the course of the Interior, in making itself 
the trumpet of any sballow-pated parson who 
shouts for the McOormick dominion, and by its 
remorseless attack on Prof. Swing, has sufficient- 
ly indicated. The Presbyterians of Chicago and 
the Northwest desired Dr. Patterson as the Pro- 
fessor of Theology. They regarded him as the, 
fittest man in the denomination for that responsi- ' 
ble position. Mr. McCormick, and others of 
that ilk, opposed Dr. Patterson as unfit for the 
place, on account of New-School views in Theol- 
ogy. The idea that the true- blue” pastor of 
the Second Church is loose in theology will 
doubt less bring a smile on the face of people 
less skilled in the subtleties of the divines than 
Mr. McOormick. Finding he would be sure to 
haves minority against him, and more par- 
ticularly that his position after election would 
be the repose of a hornet’s nest, Dr. Patterson 
and his numerous friends gave way. They are 
now reaping their reward.

A FREEPORT LUTHER. 

In these days of theological dissensions and 
squabbies, when churches are tossing about like 
ships in a storm, and some are tugging violently 
at their cables, and others have broken them 
and are drifting out into unknown seas; when 
the Captains are countermanding the orders of 
the pilots, and the crews are growing mutinous ; 
and when recklessness is at the helm and blind- 
ness on the lookout, it is refreshing to find one 
man standing up for the good old doctrines and 
talking right out in meeting. This man is the 
Rev. M. B. Patterson, of Freeport, III., we be- 
lieve. At least, a pamphlet has just been issued 
by him at that place, setting forth a preamble 


translated to mean elernity, and ite derivative 


adjective aionios to mean elernal. Dr. Beecher 
shows quite conclusively that the word aion did 
not originally mean eternity, but life. He traces 
it from Hesiod and Homer (800 B. C.) to the 


New-Testament writers, and shows that it never 


did mean efernity, but that it gradually came to 
mean the ever-living One—i. e., God—and was 80 
employed by Aristotle, Plato, and Epictetus. 
The point in the discussion seems to be that, if 
aion does not mean eternity, then its derivative, 
aionios, which is invariably used in the New 


Testament to define the punishment of the 
wicked, does not mean eternal. 
Our State’s Attorney, Mr. Charles H. Reed, 


having got Rafferty off his hands, has 


found time, as Mr. J. Proctor Knots remark- 


ed, to “ take a blast at eternity” himself. He 
critically examines Dr. Beecher’s paper, and con- 
cludes with him that the Greek word aion does 
not mean eternity, but that its derivative, aionios, 


does mean elernal, cannot mean anything else, 
and that the Greek language has no other word 
to signify eternal or everlasting,—hence that, 
while Dr. Beecher’s examination of the word 
may be interesting and valuable as a philological 
exercise, it has no bearing upon the doctrine of 
eternal punishment. We publish Mr. Reed’s 
article in another place.

THE RESURRECTION OF TROY. 

Dr. Schliemann, the excavator of the Troad, 
is not, as the Atlanticand the New York Times 
have called him, an American German.” We 
cannot claim such credit. He was born in Meck- 
lenburg, in 1822. He was very poor and had 
little education. At 14 years of age he became 
@ grocer’s apprentice, and served in that capacity 
for nearly six years. One day a drunken miller 
came into the shop and declaimed part of the 
‘* Tiiad” in the original Greek. Young Schlie- 
mann hired him, with three glasses of brandy, to 
say it thriceagain. ‘ From that moment,” hesays, 
I never ceased to pray to God that He would 
enable me to learn Greek.” He worked on, 
studying ever, until he found himself, in 1363, 
rich, and, in 1869, an accomplished scholar. He had 
a passionate love for Homer, and he started out 
to excavate Troy. Our sketch of him and his work 
is mainly drawn from an admirable summary 
of his book, which Bayard Taylor has sent to 
the New York Tribune. We must, of course, 
greatly condense in order to give, in a single ar- 
ticle, the barest idea of the results of five 
years’ digging. 

Dr. Schliemann found in the Troad the tradi- 
tionary sites of Old and New Troy. He sunk a 
few pite where Old Troy was supposed to have 
stood, but struck the bed-rock without discov- 
ering anything. Then he decided, from careful 
study of the land of Homer's text, that New 
Troy had been built upon the Old, and that the 
plateau of Hissaelik contained within it the 
ruins of both cities. He has been excavating 
there for five years, now hindered and now aided 
by the Turkish Government. He has laid bare 
three strata of ruin. 

The first was about 63¢ feet deep. It began 
some 7 feet below the surface. It consisted of 
stone and cement walls, ashes, calcined earth, 
oyster and mussel shells, vertebra of sharks 
(there are now no sharks in the Egean), remains 
of other animals, and rude pieces of pottery. 
Lower in this same stratum there were quan- 
tities of stone weapons and weights, and, a trifle 
lower still, beautiful pottery, with the owl's head 
of Minerva uponit, knives of flint, needles and 
spoons of bone, nails of copper, emblems in hon- 
or of the gods, etc. An endless number of coins, 
medals, and decorated terra-cotia disks were 
scattered through the whole stratum. The most 
beautiful thing found was a Greek bas-relief 
representing the Sun-God driving his four-horse 
chariot. The sculpture is said to be as fine as 
that on the Parthenon frieze. This stratum is 
supposed to contain the ruins of 1,050 years. 
The first Greek settlement was made in 700 B. C. 
The most modern coin discovered is one 
of Constans II., who ceased to reign 361 A. D. 
The city, which was destroyed in the fourth cen- 
tury of our era (probably by the Goths), con- 
tained about 100,000 inhabitants. 

The second stratum begins 17 feet below the 
first. It contains Troy,—the Troy of Homer. 


FOOD-ADULTERATIONS., 

The average British eater, if his stomach be 
at all sensitive, must be in a state of tribulation 
just now over recent revelations of the tricks in 
trade practiced in that country by venders of 
food. Drs. Hassall and Tidy, of the London 
Medical Health Board, have recently been ex- 
amining the subject of adulteration, and their 
reports are little less than appalling. It has 
long been known that the “ heathen Chinee ” 
adulterates his teas, and colors them with tur- 


merio, Prussian blue, and a white mineral pow- | 


der, but we were hardly prepared for the as- 
surance that the tea dirt or sweepings, which 
sells at a very low price and is largely used for 
mixing, is the purest and best tea in the market. 
In connection with the tea, it is furthermore 
shown that the sugar is well sanded, the milk 
adulterated with water polluted by infiltration 
of sewage, and the water which is mixed with 
the tea begins to show several new and large 
specimens of living organisms. Much horse- 
flesh is sold for beef. Even double super- 
fine” mustard is flour colored with turmerio 
and seasoned with capsicum. If this be the 
condition of double superfine,” what mast 
“superfine” and “fine” mustard be? As 
to “ordinary,” the mind shrinks from 
contemplating ite possibilities. A practice

The latest horror is the discovery that m 
room catsup is adulterated with the juice ex- 
pressed from horse-livers. Straw pulp is largely 
used in making jam. Plain spirit is made from 
grains at the distillery, and becomes gin, brandy, 
rum, or even wines, at the pleasure of the recti- 
fier. With regard to butter, Dr. Tidy says: 
% The cheap butters are far more closely related 
to tallow, and lard, and palm oil than they are 
to cream, sour or sweet. Samples of so-called 
butter have been submitted to me in which there 
was not a trace of butter. Purified tallow (and 
that not very pure) would be ani itely more 
accurate name for it than butter. This is what 


our poor are supplied with af 8d and Is per 


pound. And even this fat is probably more than 
25 per cent salt and water.” 

All this is sufficiently dreadful, although it 
does not probably begin to exhaust the cata- 
logue of adulterations. Nevertheless, as adul- 
teration bas been practiced since the world com- 
menced, and always will be practiced until some 
method can be devised which will make a gen- 
uine article just as cheap as an adulterated one, 
and as no law or system of laws has ever yet 
been able to prevent adulteration, what good w 
accomplished by these analyses of doctors and 
tests of experts? So long as the adulterations 
are not positively harmful, and the victim 
supposes he is eating or drinking a genuine 
article, why interfere with hie pleasure? Why 
hang over his chair as he site down to his meals, 
and whisper into his ear suspicions that his but- 
ter is tallow, and his buscuit is whitened with 
alum, and his tea is colored with Prussian biue, 
and his slice of cold beef is equine? If he 
thinks his supper is genuine, and his supper 
agrees with him, why dispel his happy allusion ? 
Why not let him eat in peace? Until the doo- 
tors can inform us of some plan which will stop 
the practice of adulteration, they might, out of 
mere pity and commiseration, cease informing 
us that our food is adultdrated, and allow us to 
enjoy our meals without tormenting suspicions 
and annoying after-thoughts, 

THE FACIAL ANGLE.

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BRADLAUGH AND ODGER. 

In the case of Charles Bradiaugh, ignomin- 
ious defeat has followed close upon glorious 
victory. He came to this country as the ac- 
credited representative of English Republican- 
ism. He was applauded for all that he and his 
‘fellows and his leader had done. He made 
money. He gained fame. When Gladstone 
‘dissolved Parliament, Bradlaugh embarked at 
once for England. The night before he sailed, 
he wrote a curiously-bombastic letter to the New 


‘York Tribune. This screed hinted, almost 


openly said, that the reason of the dissolution 
was his (Bradlaugh’s) absence from England. If 
‘this rampant Republican were there to manage 
‘the campaign, Monarchy might perish, might 
‘be slain in the house of ite friends by an adverve 
vote @f Parliament. The crafty aristocrats 
‘saw their chance. With diabolical cunning they 
‘waited till their arch-foe was 3, 000 miles away and 
ther suddenly ordered a new election. So, 
at Mr. Bradlaugh thought. He thought, 
that this idea of a Conservative reaction 
was a “farce.” A century ago, the partisans of 
the Stuarts were singing what Charles Brai- 
jlaugh’s friends might well troll out now: “Alas, 
‘alas for Charlie!” The farcical reaction brought 
a tragic end to Republican hopes. Mr. Brad- 
laugh reached Northampton just in time to find 
that he stood at the bottom of the poll. His 
only consolation was a most enthusiastic recep- 
tion given him by the workingmen of the city. 
The American public have been duped by this 
man,—perhaps through no fault of his. They 
have believed that he was the leader of English 
Republicans. That place is held by George 
Odger. Bradlaugh is a fiery, sincere, eloquent, 
atheistic egotist. Col. Higginson called him the 
most eloguent speaker he had ever heard. 
Bat mental narrowness is his pane. He can 


grasp but one side of a question. The man who 


believes in royalty or in a God is, to him, a fool. 


His arguments are apt to consist of abuse. He 


makes converts, not by reason, but by raving. 
Odger is, in many respects, his opposite. He is 
a calm, sad man, a few years older than Brad- 
laugh, and of riper thought. The one is an ad- 
vocate, the other a judge. Odger plans the 
Republican campaigns. Persons interested in 
English politics cannot have failed to notice that 
during the last year attacks on the House of 
Lords and on the aristocracy in general have al- 
most entirely taken the place of direct attacks 
upon the Queen or the system of rule embodied 
in her. Odger announced his purpose to effect 
this change and has done 320. Attacking 
the Queen,” said he, “ excites the strong senti- 
ment of personal loyalty natural to Britons. 
We should, therefore, try to overthrow the aris- 
tocracy, who oppress the people more directly, 
and are thus more odious ; when they are over- 
thrown, the chief bulwark of the throne will be 
gone.” It required no common nerve in a man 
to say to the party he led: “ Hitherto we have 
been wrong; let us radically change our plan,“ 
but Ogder was equal to the occasion. He has 
never shown lack of nerve; has never seemed 
to court popularity at the cost of principle. He 
was President of the International Society in 
the days of its power and pride. It was a po- 
sition to be coveted. When, however, the Gen- 
eral Council solemnly approved of the Paris 
Commune, Ogder instantly resigned. He has 
since had no connection with the Society. When 
he managed its affairs, it held together. When 
the sceptre passed into other hands, the Inter- 
national went to pieces within two years. Let 
us give honor where honor is due. The lion’s 
share of whatever praise the Republican party in 
England obtains belongs, not to Charles Brad- 
laugh, but to George Ogder. 


NAPOLEON THE FOURTH. 

The son of Napoleon Third, baptized with 
water amid u nation’s rejoicings, and, in the 
bombastic language of his father, “‘ baptized 
with fire ” amid the cannon-shots of that nation's 
conquerors, comes of age on the 16th of this 
month. He will then be 18 years old. The grace 
of God by which monarchs reign awards them 
their majority three years sooner than more 
plebeian flesh and blood attains maturity. 


were the mainstay of the father. May they not 
uphold the son? The plebiscittum of 1870 gave 
Napoleon III. 7,000,000 out of 8,500,000 votes. 
To be sure, he stuffed the ballot-boxes, but his 
majority would have been great without the 
fraud. Napoleon IV. believes, or pretends to 
believe, that his candidacy for the throne would 
succeed as well as his father’s did. Only trial 
can tell. There are few precedents to argue 
from, for France and the Sandwich Islands are 
the only countries in which the people elect their 
Kings. If half the Bonapartists’ wild claims 
were true, the ides of March, which saw one 
Omsar die in Rome centuries ago, might now 
see another spring into life in Paris. 


ENGLISH RAILWAYS. 

John Bull, careful, methodical, exact, and 
withal usually esteemed safe, has, nevertheless, 
much chronic difficulty with his ways. He 
has his own idea of the merits of his system as 
compared with that of other nations, and 
especially the American, and his standing criti- 
cism and little joke is, that, whereas his own 
signal for starting & train is All right,” that of 
the Yankee nation is Go ahead.” Some years 
ago the famous Muller-Briggs murder upon the 
North London Railway startled the British pub- 
lic, and they awoke to the fact that no means of 
communication existed between the passengers 
locked in a train of carriages and the operativee 
by means of which disasters in the various 
guises of fire, murder, robbery, etc., could be 
prevented or mitigated. A bundred inventions 
were proposed, the columns of the newspapers 
were filled with suggestions, travelers supplied 
themselves with keys in defiance of law (one 
Judge sentenced a prisoner for carrying a key 
while acknowledging that he himself was in the 
habit of using one), old women staid at home in 
dire fear of calamity. and—the matter finally 
blew over. 

4 more serious difficulty now threatens the 
peace of mind of the traveling public. Acci- 
dents with the accompanying loss of life and limb 
have increased in an alarming ratio. A single 
month recently was extremely prolific in disas- 
ter, On the Ist, 2d, 4th, Sth, 6th, 7th, Sch. 9th, 
12th, 15th, 18th, 22d, 28d, and 25th, were acci- 
dents varying from a broken axle to the dashing 
of a freight into an excursion train in 3 fog; 
and often two or more accidents occurred the 
same day. In the Metropolitan Underground 
Railway, not long ago,a half-disabled engine 
broke down completely in a tunnel, and thereup- 
on, in the smoke and darkness, came rushing 
in another express. Curiously enough many 
of the disasters—it is hardly to the point to call 
them accident ia the station-houses 
or depot-grounds, and a large proportion of this 
class takes place during the swiiching—or 
“shunting” as it is termed—of alow trains 
which are waiting for the passage of the express 
trains. Any one who bas traveled in a fast train 
on the trunk lines of English railways will have 
vivid recollection of the clouds of dust, the 
crash and clatter, the momentary glimpse of a

Every important 
discovery, whether in science or mechanical ac- 
tion, is at first only the intangible thing called. 
anidea. It is first well-conceived' in thought, 
and then, by artful manipulation, it assumes the 
form of the thing, which may become a thing of 
beauty or use. From thought has come every 
great t which we see in regard 
to the app on of a machine to the great do- 
ings,and making of everything about us that 


marks this as the age of accomplished me- 
chanics, 


Commonly these have resulted from the 


COMBINATION OF THOUGHT ; 
or, first,.a valuable primary thought of one 
mind, followed by a secondary thought of 
another person, improving upon the first; and so 
on, till a great and perfect machine is invented, 
or @ great scheme of mechanic structure is 
wrought into a system, as with the railroads 
of this generation. It is very diffi- 
cult to tell or find out who 
had the first thought or made the invention. 
In some instances we can tell the man that did 
it; and he should have proper credit and re- 
ward. Too common it is that the real first dis- 
coverer is overslaughed by some more intriguing 
and artful person, if not a more inventive one, 
and he is ropbed of his reward. 

Then, the first valuable thought of a truly 
valuable discovery does not always take on a 
practical turn. Some more practical man thinks 
of the same thing, independently of the other, and 
brings it out in proper shape for use; and he 
has hie reward. But, as a rule, the original 
inventors, or the men who have the ingenuity 
to apply old devices to new and useful pur-

ALMOST THE ONLY INSTANCE ON RECORD. 
There are several common instruments, or 
devices, which are accepted as indispensable, 
and which are quite modern, and of the origin 
af which the public know little, and of the real 
inventors nothing; for these there are a few 


aes of unwritten history which should be 
written bere. Among these are the circular-saw, 
and with it the sawmill ; the screw-anger; the 
screw-propeller or screw-wheel of the steamer ; 
and the hot-air engine. 

THE OLRCULAR SAW. 

There are very few people who ever think how 
recently this device, or machiae, as it may be 
called one, has come into use. The common 
straight saw is without a history, vet has been 
known earlier than any record, probably. It is 
a process of cutting its way by mnumeérable ef- 
forts to eut or scratch away the substance. The 
Bible speaks of saws in very early times; and so 
history shows its scratches, as far back as his- 
tory runs. And may not the eireular saw be 
found running in those ancient times? But we 
do not see it. The circular is but a rotary saw; 
it is the same as any saw, only it is so contrived 
as to keep on its motion and work of. cutting 
ever forward, without ever returning to take a 
new start. The other saw is always forward and 
back, forward and back. The circular is always 
forward and forward,—a saw on a wheel.

This instrument, or machine, 
was made of thick sheet iron, and twisted into a 
screw nearly a foot in diameter, and several feet 
in length,—juss like one of Scott's augers, 
which suggested it, if it were. made of h 
size.

able by feeding it, as the value of 10 or 12 bush- 
els may be shipped im 100 pounds of beef or 


pork. 
AS A PROPER CONSIDERATION 
for this concession on the part of the railroad 
companies, if they make it, I would suggest 
that the State hereafter relinquish to the said 
companies ad taxes on a strip of land 100 feet 
wide, together with all permanent improve- 
ments, aud machinery for transportation-pur- 
poses, used thereon. It will be readily seen 
that, if the above could be agreed upon 
and enacted into a law, the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners, and the enormous expense in- 
curred annually by prolonged railroad legislation 
and legal fees, would at once be dispensed with, 
and our industrious citizens, who pow shudder 
every time they look at the big holes made in 
their cora-cribe to satisfy the tax-cullector, 
would breathe more freeiy under the prospect 
of “better times coming.” Saould any 
of this kind be adopted, all restrictions au 
embarrassing laws should be repeaied, and 
the roads exposed to competition at all compet- 
ing points, whether the rates be more or jess 
than longer or shorter distances; provided only 
that any class of freigais shipped to or from 
other States should not be charged in the ag- 
gregate less than the same freights would be 
locally charged between our State line where 
such freiguts may cross it in transis to or from 
the place of shipment or delivery in this State.
